WAS IT DELAY OR 
MISADVENTURE 


While it may be quite possible that no,othicial 
of the city of Fdmonton is to blame, it seems an 
unfortunate circumstance that winter ts upon us 
with a great dea! of the city work in-an unfinished 
state. 

The residents of the upper end of Namayo Ave- 
nue will have to go through a winter with their 
street practically impassable and the street railway 
department snable to use the middle section, which 
is completed, because some specials are not yet in 
place. 

The east end extension of the street railway sys- 
tem cannot be operated because there are no turn- 
outs and the tong run from Sixteenth to the FE. Y. & 
P. track would disrupt the service on Jasper. 

The Namayo ditch sewer is not completed, the 
sewers under avay in the west end are right in the 
middle of construction, the power house requires 
some work on it yet and the pump house has not 
been brought to the state of temporary reconstruc- 
tion whioh was intended to tide over the winter. 

While the cause of the whole delay may have 
been the result of a conspiracy of circumstances over 
which the faculty in the city hall had no control, 
the effect is just as inconvenient to the citizens as 
though it had been brought about by diliatory meth- 
ods avhich ignored the clock and the calendar and 
expected the summer to last to a green Christmas. 

During the municipal clections, which are now 
not far away, the citizens are likely to ask questions 
just to find out avhether it was delay or misadven- 
ture. 


SUPPRESSING THE 
FIGHT PICTURES 


' 

It commences to look as though there is a good 
deal of misapplied energy being wasted in the sup- 
pressnon of the fight pictures in Western Canadian 
communities. 

In Regina the other day the Attorney-General 
of the province issued a mandate as a result of 
which the Jeffries-Johnson films avere suppressed, 
and now the manager of the apera house is enters 


ing an action for damages. 


In Brandon preacher's made it the topic of a Sun- 
day sermon and delegates from different reform ov- 
ganizations besieged the mayor, while a petition 
with six hundred signatures was*presented to His 
Worship, with the result that the pictures were 
stopped but thoroughly advertised. 

From the efforts that are made to suppress the 
pictures one might come to the conclusion that 
some horribly corroding influence on the body pol- 
itic was let loose every time the pictures were 
shown. 

But as amatter of fact, do the pictures really 
amount to anything? 

‘Whe fight pictures were shown in Edmonton and 
the incident was closed without a tremor. ‘The at- 
tendance was not large and it is reasonably safe to 
say that most of those who attended were not in- 
jured except in proportion as they were disappoint- 
ed at the shaw they got for their money. The day 
after the picture men Jeft town they were as com- 
pletely forgotten as the most ordinary melodrama 
that treads the boards. 

‘Characters like Johnson and Jeffries are of but 
passing fame. Like a popular song or a sensational 
story they quickly wear out. That section of the 
pwblic who happens to go in for that sort of thing 
soon tires of a smele idol or even of a single anuse- 
ment. The quickest way to kill the fight pictures 
is to let-the mercenaries who peddle them loot the 
easy ones who are prepared to give up their dollar 
for a look at an imitation exhibition of a brutai 
sport. The craze will pass as quickly as a summer 
storm, if aNowed to run its course. The man who 
has a wild desire to sce the pictures will not be made 
worse Dy having seen them. He is already imper- 
vious.

other side of the continent at the time the elections 
were taking place. 

Spokane, which is now applying to the Wasli- 
ington legislature for a change in its charter -per- 
mitting the city to go’on the commission basis, rec- 
ognizes this by providing that one of its commis- 
sioners must be a qualified engineer with not less 
than six years experience in the state and that an- 
other must be a properly qualified and practising 
attorney doing business in the city. his arrange: 
ment, ina city like Spokane, which also owns noth- 
ing, although it is moving in the direction of acquir- 
ing some of its utilities, leaves only three of the 
five to a hap-hazard choice, and of these three one 
is the mayor, who by virtue of ‘his office would be 
chairman of the commission and who might nat- 
urally be expected to side with the weight of tech- 
nical knowledge. 

Tor Calgary or Idmonton to undertake to se- 
lect its commissioners by ballot and to place irre- 
trievably in the hands cf the men who happened to 
be so selected the control of utilities worth millions 
would be to take chances which no business corpor- 
ation in the world would consider for a moment. 

Calgary’s experience with elected commission- 
ers has so far been singularly fortunate, but that 
circumstance is no proof that it will continue to be 
so, any more than the accident of a good autocrat 
would prove that despotic govrnment. was the right 
method of government. 


WHY NOT ABOLISH 
THE SENATE? 
(Kiem the Toronto Star) 
Several.of the leading Liberal papers in Canada 
are offering the opinion that the Senate at Ottawa 


should not be composed overwhelmingly of Liberals. 
They say with truth that if it was a bad thing in 


1896 to have the second Chamber almost exclusive- 
ly Conservative, it cannot be anything but bad to 
have the same Chamber almost exclusively Liberal 
in I9TO. 

It is rather late ta make such protests, for the 
Senate is already almost exclusively Liberal in its 
membership. The few seats that remain in the oc- 
cupancy of Conservatives are scarcely worth worry- 
ing about. It has been pretty well shown that 
neither political party can operate the present ap- 
pointive system over a period of years without pro- 
ducing the result that Sir John Macdonald brought 
about in 1896 and which Sir Wilfrid Laurier has 
paralelled in 1910. 

Tt is all very well to moralize, but the fact is that 
to a political leader the time never comes when he 
can sit back in his chair and say that he ‘has re- 
warded a sufficient. number of his political suppor- 
ters with seats in the Senate, and will from that 
time onward favor his political adversaries with the 
choicest appointments within his gift’ Were he to 
take that course he would presently find new ad- 
versaries bobbing up in unexpected places. It is 
not in human nature to operate satisfactorily the 
kind of Senate with which Canada is saddled. 

The situation of 1896 convinced the Liberals 
throughout the country that the Senate should be 
ended or mended, and while leading men in the 
party may, by receiving appointments to the Upper 
Chamber, have experienced a change of view, we be- 
lieve the bulk of Liberal opinion the country over 
has undergone no change. The Conservative party 
is now going through the same educative process 
that convinced the Liberals that the Senate as it 
stands is an unworkable bady. We believe that it 
should be abolished, as, if it is made elective, it 
will acquire power, will duplicate authority, diffuse 
responsibility, and be, what every second chambe- 
essentially is, an entrenchment for privilege and a 
means of defeating popular rule. A useless Senate 
is, after all, the safest of all Senates. Against its 
existence can only be urged the folly of supporting 
it.

WHEN KLING | 
PLAYED FOR $5 


It Was in 1894 and Even Then 
They Met Him With a Low- 
Necked Hack 


The gloom in Mudville when the im- 
mortal Casey struck out was no heav- 
er than the gloom that enshrouded the 
fans of Empora, Kas., during the first 
three games of the world’s champion- 
ship series between Chicago and Phil- 


adelphia. For Emporia was for Chi- 


cago, and the fans who gathered i: 
the sample room of the Mit Way Ho- 
tel to get the returns of the game 
by wire,,swore under their breath and 
wondered who or what led-them to 


bet on the Cubs. Yet each one knew, 


and if you had asked why Emporia 
owed allegiance to Chicago some fan 
in the crowd would have volunteered 
to enlighten you in your extreme 
ignorance. 

There it reposes in the cigar case in 
the hotel lobby. Just a tattered score 
book it appeared, but look closer and 
see the mystic word, “Kling.” And 
that is the tie that holds the fans of a 
little inland town loyal to a city club 
six hundred miles away. Johnnie 
Kling played his first game of profes- 
sional ball in Emporia; the score book 
holds proof of the name and Mit 
Wilhite, proprietor of the hotel, will 
recite the circumstances 

When Kling Caught for $5 

“Kling was some catcher even in 
those days,” the first sport of Em- 
poria smiled at the remembrance, “I 
had seen him play with the Kansas 
City Schmelzers and knew he was a 
good boy. We had a hard game with 
Winfield scheduled for August 31, 
1894, and I wrote to Kling offering 
him $3 and railroad fare if he would 
come down and catch for us. The 
clubs in those days played no pro- 
fessional ball, and Kling has told me 
that I paid him the first real money 
for catching. The fans here berated 
me for being so extravagant, but 
when Kling came and they saw him in 
action they thought the expenditure 
of the $5 was wise. He didn’t bat 
very heavy that day, but we all liked 
the way he handled the ball,  W4 
tried to get him down several times 
after that, but failed. We advertised 
him more than we did the game, and 
the people weer sore when he didn’t 
show up. He did come once again 
and we got our low-necked hack and 
drove him.all the way from the Nor- 
mal to Soden’s Grove, where we 
played.”
